If Mr. Martin was justified in hla fight 
he was entitled to much more generous 
support from Newer kef#.. 

The benefits of the trolley freight eye* 
tern are too numerous to enumerate here. 
It la a step In traffic development which 
la bound to coma. But It Involves as* 
rloua problems, especially for tee larger 
municipalities, end It Is by no means 
apparent that these will be solved ade¬ 
quately by a law passed directly, or oa- 
tenelbly, for the benefit of the rural 
oommualtlea. 

Brookdale la a community that would 
essentially benefit by e combined paw 
•eoger-frelght trolley, and the petition 
from that locality for a trolley lima 
should embraoe all possible advantage* 
at the beginning. The farm prod note oC 
Brookdale could be speedily oonveyed te 
Newark market hy freight trolley and 
there Is much lead aloog Third river 
that would make curable factory a£te* 
If transportation fee ill tie* ware afforded* 
If the Public Servlee Corporation goon 
Into the bostoaee of oerrylng freight tk 
should an additional .line betwe en New¬ 
ark and tala town.
